CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


1.—Thebigliest bidder to be tbe buyer; and, if any dispute 
arise, tbe lot to be put up again. 

2—^No person to advance legs than five per cent. 

3. —^The buyer to give in his name and place of abode, and, 

if required, to pay five shillings in the pound as earnest 
for each lot. 

4. —The lots to be taken away with all faults and errors of 

description, at the expense and risk of the purchasers, 
on the day of sale. To prevent errors, no lots can be 
delivered at the time of sale, and the remainder of the 
purchase-money must be absolutely paid before 
delivery. No allowance whatever can be made for 
imperfections or deficiency after the lot is removed 
from the place of sale. 

5. —Any person neglecting to comply with these conditions, 

the deposit-money shall be forfeited ; the lots resold; 
and whatever deficiency may arise, together with all 
charges attending such re-sale, to be made good by 
the defaulter at the present sale.
